TO  PRIVA'IE  BILLS. 


All  appliciitions  for  Private  Bills  require  a notice 
over  the  signature  and  address  of  the  ai>pli- 
cants  or  their  solicitors,  clearly  and  distinctly  spiecify- 
ing  the  nature  and  object  of  the  aiqilication,  juiblished 
by  adverti.sement  as  folhnvs,  viz. : — In  the  Canada 
Cazette,  and  in  one  ncwsiiaiier  published  in  the  County, 
District,  Union  of  Counties  or  Territorj',  affected  by 
the  iirojioscd  measure,  or  if  there  be  no  newspiapter 
pniblislied  therein,  then  in  ji  newsiiaper  in  the  next 
nearest  County,  District  or  Territory  in  uhich  a news- 
paper is  published.  In  tlie  Provinces  of  Quebec  and 
Manitoba  the  notices  must  be  published  in  tlie  like 
manner  in  the  English  and  French  languages.  All 
notices  shidl  be  continued  for  a jieriod  of  at  least  two 
mouths  during  tlie  interval  of  time  between  the  close 
of  tlie  next  preceding  .Session  and  the  consideration  of 
the  iictition.  Marked  copies  of  the  newsjiajicrs,  en- 
dorsed “ Apiilication  for  Private  Bill,”  containing  the 
first  and  last  insertion  of  such  notice  shall  be  sent  to 
the  Clerk  of  each  House. 

In  the  case  of  an  application  for  the  erection  of  a 
toll  bridge  the  notice  shall  also  state  the 
rates  of  toll,  the  nature  of  the  structure,  the  height 
of  the  arches,  the  interval  between  the  abutments  or 
piers,  etc. 

A copy  of  the  Bill  shall  be  deposited  with  the  Clerk 
of  the  House  in  which  the  Bill  is  to  originate  at  least 
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eight  (liiys  bi  foii;  the  iiu'ntiiig  of  I’urliiimoiit,  «'ith  a 
sum  suirn'iciit  ti)  jiiiy  for  translating  anil  printing  the 
saino  ; anti  a further  siiin  of  two  Inindreil  (lollars  ami 
the  eost  of  printing  the  Aet  with  the  Statutes  will  he 
levied  iinniediately  after  the  seeond  leading  of  the 
Bill. 

I'etitions  for  Private  Bills  must  he  pnsented  in  each 
House  within  the  lii'st  ten  days,  and  Private  Bill- 
within  the  first  two  weeks,  of  each  Session.

A BY-LAW  RESPECTING  THE  ASSESSMENT 
ROLL. 

|>E  IT  ENACTED  by  the  Corporation  of  the  City 
1)  of  Victoria,  by  the  Council  thereof,  as  follows: — 

1.  It  is  hereby  declared  that  a distinction  for  the 
purpose  of  assessment  shall  be  made  between  “ land  ” 
and  “ improvements  ” situated  within  the  municipal 
limits  of  the  Corporation  of  the  City  of  Victoria. 

2.  Land  situate  within  the  said  limits  shall  be 
estimated  for  the  purpose  of  assessment  at  its  actual 
cash  value,  as  it  would  be  appraised  in  payment  of  a 
just  debt  from  a solvent  debtor. 

3.  Improvements  situate  within  the  said  limits  shall 
be  estimated  for  the  purpo.se  of  assessment  at  fifty 
per  cent,  of  their  actual  cash  value,  as  they  would  be 
appraised  in  payment  of  a just  debt  from  a solvent 
debtor. 

4.  The  Assessor  shall  begin  to  make  the  assessment 
on  or  before  the  fourth  Friday  in  January  and  com- 
plete the  same  on  or  before  the  second  Tuesday  in 
May,  and  the  assessment  shall  be  made  on  the  said 
second  Tuesday  in  May  in  each  year. 

5.  The  Assessment  Roll  shall  be  returned  by  the 
Assessor  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Municipality  on  or  before 
the  third  Saturday  in  May  in  each  year.
